T h e S u p rem e C ourt G ives Its D ecisio n iu 
th e X ea g le C ase. 
W ash ing to n, April 14tli —The celebrated 
Neagle habeas corpus case from California 
was decided by the United States Supreme 
Court to-day, the judgm ent of the Circuit 
Court being affirmed. This disposes of all 
proceedings against Neagle for the shooting 
of Judge Terry in a railway station at 
Lathrou, Cat., on the 14th of last August, to 
prevent him from taking the life of Justice 
Field. The opinion was delivered by Ju s­ 
tice Miller. Justics Fields was not present. 
Justice Miller opened with the statem ent 
of facts of the assault already know n, and 
then says: “It is useless to go over the testi­ 
m ony on this subject more particularly 
than this. 
It is sufficient to say that tbe 
evidence is abundant that both Terry and 
his wife contemplated some attack upon 
Judge Field during his visit to California 
in the sum m er of 1889, which they intended 
should result in his death. 
Many of these 
m atters were published in the newspapers, 
and the press of California was filled with 
conjectures of the probable attack by Terry 
on Justice Field as soon as it became known 
that he was going to attend the Circuit 
Court that year.” 
The Justice then recites the correspond­ 
ence between the Departm ent of Justice 
and the United States Court at San F ran ­ 
cisco, including the instructions cf the At­ 
torney-General to the Marshal to exercise 
unusnal caution for the 
protection of 
Justice Field against the violence of Terry. 
The result of this correspondence was that 
Neagle was appointed a Deputy Marshal, 
with special instructions to attend upon 
Judge Field, both in Court and while 
going from one Court to another, and pro­ 
tect him from any assault that might be 
attempted upon him by Terry and wife. 
In the performance of this duty Neagle at­ 
tended Judge Field from San Francisco to 
Los Angeles and was on his way back with 
him to San Francisco when Terry made 
the assault upon Justice Field at Lathrop, 
and refusing to desist when so 
com­ 
manded by Neagle. in his character of 
officer of the law, he was shot by Neagle 
and killed. 
The facts of the homicide are then stated 
by Justice Miller. H e says; 
“There are 
material circumstances produced in the 
evidence before the Circuit Court on the 
hearing of this habeas corpus case. It is 
but u short sketch of history, which is 
given in four or five hundred pages in the 
record, but we think it sufficient to enable 
us to apply the law of the case to the ques­ 
tion before us. 
W ithout more m inute dis­ 
cussion of this testimony it produces upon 
us the conviction of a settled purpose on 
the part cf Terry and his wife, am ounting 
to conspiracy, to m urder Field. And we 
are quite sure that if Neagle had been 
merely a brother or friend of Judge Field, 
traveling with, him , and aware of ail the 
previous relations of Terry to the Judge as 
lie was, of his bitter animosity, his de­ 
clared purpose to have revenge, even to the 
point of killing him , he would have been 
justified in what he did in defense of 
Field’s life and possibly of his own. B at 
such justification is a proper subject for 
consideration on the trial of the case for 
m urder in the Courts of the United States, 
and to discharge the prisoner while held in 
custody by the State authorities for this of­ 
fense, unless there can be found in aid of 
tbe defense of the prisoner some element 
of power and authority asserted under the 
Government of the United States.” 
Justice Miller then devoted considerable 
space to showing conclusively that Justice 
Field, when on his way from Los Angeles 
to San Francisco, was in the discharge of 
his duties as Circuit Judge. 
H e quotes the 
law and Chief Justice's assignments, and 
says: “A Judge may be as much in the dis­ 
charge of his duties outside his Court-room 
as w ithin. 
Under these circumstances 
it is the right of the Judge to protection.” 
Justice Miller then adds : “ It is not sup­ 
posed that any special Act of Congress ex­ 
ists which authorizes 
the Marshals or 
Deputy Marshals of the United States in 
express terms to follow Judges of tbe Su­ 
preme Court around their circuits and act 
as bodyguard to them to defend them 
against malicious assaults against their 
person, but we are of the opinion that this 
view of the statute is an unw arranted re­ 
striction of the meaning of the law de­ 
signed to extend in a liberal m anner the 
benefits of writ habeas. 
We are satisfied 
that it was the duty of Neagle under the 
circumstances, a duty which could only 
arise under the laws of the United States, 
to defend Mr. Justice Field from the m ur­ 
derous attack upon him, and that he brings 
him self within the meaning of the section 
we have recited. This view of tbe subject 
is confirmed by an alternative provision 
that he m ust be in custody in pursuance 
of the laws of the United States under the 
process of Court or Judge thereof, or is in 
custody in violaticn of the Constitution or 
of the law or treaty of the United States. 
“The legislative branch of tbeGovernm ent 
can only protect Judicial officers by the en­ 
actm ent of laws tor that purpose, and the 
argum ent we are now combating assumes 
that no such law nas been passed. 
“if we turn to the executive departm ent 
of tbe Government we find a very different 
condition of affairs. 
The 
Constitution 
(Section 3, A rticle II.) declares that the 
President shall take care that the laws be 
faithfully executed, and he is provided 
with means of fulfilling this obligation by 
his authority to commission all the officers 
o f the United States. Cabinet Ministers 
aid him in the performance of the great 
duties of his office a rd represent him in a 
thousand acts to which it can hardly be 
supposed his personal attention is called, 
and thus he is euabled to fulfill the grand 
duty of his great departm ent.” 
After illustrating at length the power of 
the President in protecting citizens on the 
public lands of the United States without 
the existence of actual statutes authorizing 
him to, Justice Miller says : “ We cannot 
doubt the power of the President to take 
measures for the protection of the Judge of 
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one of the Courts of the United States also, 
while in the discharge of the duties of his 
office, if he is threatened with personal at­ 
tack, which may probably result iu his 
death, and we think it clear that when this 
protection is to be oflered through the 
civii; power tbe Departm ent of Justice is 
the proper one to s»t in motion the neces­ 
sary means of protection.” 
The Court then reviews the legislation of 
Congress upon the subject of tbe writ of 
habeas corpus, and says it includes all 
cases of restraint of liberty in violation of 
the Constitution or law or treaty of the 
U nited States. 
A fter a long discussion of the point above 
mentioned and citing extensively the au­ 
thorities as to the right of the United Siatcs 
Courts to take cases out of the State Courts, 
the opinion closes as follows: 
“ W e have thus given to this case the 
m ost attentive consideration of all the 
questions of law and fact which we have 
tnought to be properly involved in it. 
WTe 
have felt it to be our duty to exam ine into 
facts with the completeness justified by the 
im portance of the case, as well as from the 
duty imposed upon us bv the statute, which, 
we think, requires us to place ourselves as 
far as possible in the place of the Circuit 
Court, and to exam ine the testimony and 
argum ents in it, and to dispose of the parly 
as the law and justice require. 
“The result to which we have arrived 
upon this exam ination is that in the pro­ 
tection of the person aud life of Justice 
Field, while in the discharge of his official 
duties, Neagle was authorized to resist the 
attack of Terry upon that eminent judicial 
officer. 
That be was justified in the belief 
that w ithout instant action on his part the 
assault of Terry upon the Judge would 
have ended in the death of the latter. 
T hat such being his well-founded belief, 
he was justified in taking the life of Terry 
a9 the only means of preventing the death 
of a m an who was intended to be his vic­ 
tim. 
T hat in taking the life of Terrv, un­ 
der the circumstances, he was acting tinder 
the authority of the United States and was 
justified in so doing, and that he is not 
liable to answer for m urder to the Courts 
of California on account of his part in the 
transaction. 
“ We therefore confirm the judgm ent of 
the Circuit Court authorizing his discharge 
from the custody of 'he Sheriff of San Joa­ 
quin county ” 
Justice Miller's reading lasted two hours, 
during which time the Court-room was 
crowded to suffocation. 


R A N D A L L ’S FR IE N D S. 


M any 
E u lo g ies 
Upon th e S ta tesm a n ’s 
H igh C h aracter. 
W a sh ing to n, April 14th.—A largely at­ 
tended meeting of the friends of the late 
Samuel J. R andall was held at the A rling­ 
ton Hotel this morning to take appropri­ 
ate action on his death. The venerable 
ex-Governor Curtin, ot Pennsylvania, was 
selected Chairman. 
Governor Curtin was 
a life-long friend of Randall, and he made 
a most feeling address in calling the as­ 
sembly to order, and spoke of the de­ 
ceased in terms of the tenderest way. 
The 
committee appointed reported resolutions 
setting forth the nation's loss in the death 
of Randall. 
Speeches, warm in sym pathy, feeling 
and eulogy of R andall’s high character, 
lofty ambition, honesty, pure and exalted 
manhood, firm and coursgeous devotion to 
his convictions, were made by Congress­ 
men McCreery of Kentucky, Blout of Geor­ 
gia, Rogers of Kansas, Interstate Commis­ 
sioner Bragg and others. 


ANNOUNCING HIS DE4TH. 
W ashington, April 14th.—An air of sad­ 
ness prevailed in the House cham ber when 
the Speaker’s gavel called that body to 
order. 
Draped in black and ornam ented 
with a handsom e fioral design, the seat so 
lone occupied by Mr. Randall recalled to 
the members the fact that their old col­ 
league had passed away forever. / 
A crayon portrait of the ex Speaker 
which hung in tbe lobby was also taste­ 
fully drapf d with the emblems of m ourn­ 
ing. 
In his prayer, the Chaplain said : 
We bless Thee, A lm ighty God, that in the 
gloom w hich enshrouds us there is a clear shin­ 
ing of Thy love, and th at iu awful stillness 
about the m outh of the opening of the tom b a 
voice clothed w ith alm ighty power speaks • “ I 
am the resurrection and the life.’’ Bowing w ith 
subm ission to Thy w ill, we surrender to Thy 
fatherhood our beloved frieud and brother. His 
nam e is inscribed am ong the heroes, patriots 
aud statesm en of the country, on im perishable 
tablets. 
His history and th e memory of his 
deeds and character are inshrlned in the hearts 
of his countrym en, for whose honor and w el­ 
fare he so long and faithfully w rought. O! 
Thou ! who didst shed a precious drop of pity 
and sym pathy s t Bethany’s grave, w ilt Thou not 
come to the widow, whose wedded life has been 
one long joyous act of self-devotion, and the 
children bereaved by this irreparable 
loss. 
Bring hom e to them at d to us com fort and con- 
solaliou that no noble life is really ex tin ­ 
guished by death, hut passing beyond the veil 
w hich it m akes, euteis upon a higher a.id 
grander being iu the glorious light of Thy 
presence. Bring them and us to th at higher 
life, we pray, through Jesus Christ. 
Mr. O’Neill, of Pennsylvania, said : 
I rise to announce the death of my colleague, 
Hon. Sam uel J. R andall, who died yesterday 
alternoou in this city, in his own house, at 5 
o'clock. 
This announcem ent is exceedingly 
painful to me. 
He and I have been intim ate 
fam iliar friends. 
He started in life at 21 years 
ot age a full m an in every iespect, intellectuallv 
and politically, aud as one who had au elem ent 
of suprem e leadership, w hich in his later years 
was com plete in the estim ation of his State and 
country. 
About three m onths ago it cam e to 
my lot to announce the death of another col­ 
league of m any years’ service—Judge Kelley— 
and it is a shock to my feeliugs w hich I can 
hardly suppress w hen to-day I anuounce the 
death of this dear colleague. 
On the first Monday of December, 1863, we 
stood before the Speaker's desk and were sworn 
into office as m em bers ot Thirty-eighth Con­ 
gress. Politically we have ditfered, hut person­ 
ally there has been a depth ot friendship in all 
these years w hich I cannot to-day express to 
this House. We have lost a distinguished m an. 
To-day th e city of P hiladelphia grieves over his 
death as it has seldom been called to grieve 
over the death of a public m an. and the whole 
State of Pennsylvania m ourns his decease—a 
great m an, a statesm an, a pure m an in life, 
w ith strong personal attachm ents. 
I noticed 
yesterday in this city th a t every ilag on every 
public hui ding was at half-m ast, and I see 
itom the papers th a t the sam e was true of P hil­ 
adelphia 
Every kind of saduess was expressed 
there. 
1 cannot sav more to-day, h u t a few 
weeks from this we w ill have au opportunity to 
pronounce eulogies on his life. 
Mr. O’Neill 
resolutions : 
Resolved, T hat the House has heard w ith deep 
regret and profound sorrow of the death of Sam ­ 
uel J. R audall, late representative from the 
State of P ennsylvania 
Resolved, T hat a com m ittee of nine m em bers 
of the House, w ith such m em bers of the Senate 
as m ay be joined, be appointed to attend the 
funeral o f the deceased. 
Resolved. '1 hat the House do now adjourn. 
The rem ains will be taken from the house 
at 8 o’clock Thursday m orning to the 
church, where they can be viewed until 
9:30, when the services will begin.

Laurel H iil cemetery the casket will be 
opened and an opportunity given to the 
friends of the dead m an to view his re­ 
mains.

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T h e H o u se C om m ittee T ryin g to R ea ch 
an A g reem en t. 
W ashington, April 14th.—Members of 
the H ouse Silver Committee had a two- 
hours’ session this m orning and there was 
a general disposition to reach som e kind ot­ 
an agreement, and a spirit of concession 
characterized the entire proceedings. 
As a 
result, when recess was taken the indica­ 
tions were that the members had at last 
fonnd a com m on ground, and that they 
would be ready very shortly to agree upon 
a formal nroposition acceptable to them- 
selvea at 1 art, although further m o lo c a ­ 
tions m ay have to be made to m eet the 
view s of Republican Senators. 
The basis 
of the agreement will be the W iudom bill 
as it emerged from the H ouse Committee 
on Coinage, with the addition of a few pro­ 
visions intended to meet the views of the 
silver m en. 
It w ill probably provide for 
unlim ited purchase of bullion produced in 
the U nited States at the market price not 
to exceed $1 for 3711 grains, and when that 
price is reached there is to be free coinage. 
The Treasury notes to be issued in pay­ 
! m ent for the silver w ill be redeemable in 
bullion or coin. 
A t present this proposi­ 
tion has not been formally adopted, and 
the com m ittee will have another m eeting 
this afternoon. 
A m eeting of the Republican Senatorial 
Silver C om m iu.e was held this morning 
and a noon recess taken. 
The discussion at times was anim ated.

but a sp u it of compromise was sh ow n , i Sim m ons Liver Regulator and be spry. 


The members pledged themselves to se- ] 
crecy as to the details of the meeting, but 
the opinion is expressed that a definite 
conclusion will be reached this afternoon. 
It was intended that the House and Senate 
committees should meet in joint stssiou 
to-night; but this was found to be im prac­ 
ticable, owing to the Senatorial engage­ 
ments, and the Repubiicau House caucus, 
which was to be held to-night, has been 
postponed indefinitely in consequence. 
The afternoon session of the House Com­ 
mittee lasted over two hoars. Secretary 
W indom was present part of the time, but 
contented himself with the reiteration oi 
his views on the subject. H e would not 
abate his opposition to the pian to make 
the Treasury notes issued in the purchase 
ot silver redeemable in anything else than 
silver bullion, but having carefully dis­ 
cussed this m atter the committee decided 
to incorporate in 
the 
bills 
provisions 
allowing their redemption in bullion or 
coin, at the option of the purchaser. So 
the comm ittee finally reached an agree­ 
ment, above outlined, ’and will meet the 
Senate committee to morrow m orning in 
joint conference. 
The Senate 
committee this afternoon 
reached a conclusion, and three proposi­ 
tions were agreed to: 
First—That the Secretary of the Treas­ 
ury shall buv 4,500,000 ounces of silver 
bullion m onthly and issue notes in pay­ 
m ent for tbe same, the notes to be redeem­ 
able in bullion or lawful money. 
Second—T hat national banks be allowed 
to issue notes to the full par value of bonds 
deposited to secure 
their 
redemption, 
which would add 10 per cent, to the vol­ 
um e of national b ink currency. 
Third—That $100,000 000 be retained in 
the Treasury for the redemption of Treas­ 
ury notes to be put into circulation. 
The committee will meet the House 
committee to-morrow.

It was at her instigation that the Em ­ 
peror sum moned his former tutor, Pro­ 
fessor Hintzpeter, to Berlin, and, after cre­ 
ating him Privy Councilor, gave the pref­ 
erence to his advice over that of the Chan­ 
cellor. 
The young m onarch’s m other has been 
extremely jealous of tbe influence acquired 
over her son and daughter-in-law by her 
American rival, and during the brief reign 
of Em peror Frederick she prevailed upon 
him to keep both the Count and his wife at 
a distance from Berlin.

Wells, Fargo & Co. being named as the 
forwarders. 
The cask was sent to the appraiser's of­ 
fice, where the bead w a 3 taken off and a 
little of the contents examined, having tbe 
resemblance of plaster of paris. The cask 
was then reheaded and set aside, with the 
duty fixed at $2 50. 
The express company wrote to Racine 
and learned that no such firm was there. 
Word was then sent to “ Mr. Sm itb,” in 
Copenhagen, but, of course, no reply was 
received. 
W hen Philipsen’s confession was made 
the authorities called the Danish Consul 
here and the cask was examined by the 
Customs officials. 
The body was found in 
it in a fair state of preservation, though 
those who opened the cask were driven 
away before more than one band and the 
side of the face had been uncovered. 
It is 
not yet known w hat disposition will be 
made of it.

STANLEY. 
It is very unfortunate that Stanley re­ 
turns from his long exile of research in 
the interests of geographical science and 
of humanity to find himself a bone of con­ 
tention, some nations refusing to welcome 
him, others jealous of his success, and that 
one for which he has done the most not 
manifesting much interest in his arrival 
in the lands of civilization. He has told 
the plain unvarnished truth about Emin 
I’asha, unquestionably, and has expressed 
himself forcibly, if not discreetly, concern­ 
ing the transfer of Emin’s intluence and 
experience to the Germans. It may not 
have been wise on his part to criticise the 
tardiness of England in sending him out, 
nor discreet to have exposed the plans of 
the Germans to monopolize the interior 
routes to Equatorial Africa, yet sooner or 
later the intrepid explorer would have 
been called upon to testify in these mat­ 
ters. Because of a speech he once made in 
Paris, the French turn him the cold shoul­ 
der when he approaches the republic; be­ 
cause of his criticism of Emin Pasha Ger­ 
many is frigid toward him and the Pasha 
replies bitterly; because of his plain 
speaking concerning the slowness with 
which England acts and her unwisdom in 
yielding up the Soudan, he has wounded 
English sensibilities, and his welcome 
promises to he less cordial than intended 
when he reaches London. But Stanley 
will he vindicated. All he has said is 
supported by evidences such are sufficient 
to establish any fact in a Court of justice. 
He can aflord to wait for his justification. 
The assaults of Father Schinze, who 
charges him with duplicity and misuse of 
his trust, he can afford to ignore ; the at­ 
tack of Reichard at Berlin, in which he is 
alleged to have cheated the world into the 
belief that he found Livingstone, when in 
fact Arab traders told him where the ex­ 
plorer was, a fact, it is charged, that Man­ 
ley concealed to give greater eclat to his 
enterprise, he can afford to treat with con­ 
tempt. There is one place where he can 
find a cordial welcome, and all honor done 
him that his heroism deserves, and that is 
in his old home, America. That Stanley 
should be assailed as he now is proves only 
that his great successes have excited the 
jealousies of rival explorers, and that in 
truth-telling he has made enemies of those 
who were guilty. 


THE RIVEK SITUATION. 
It was clearly shown in the R e c o r d - 
U nionyesterday by diagram s w ith depths 
of soundings, th at the Sacramento river is 
flowing in a deeper channel through the 
Paine break on the Yolo shore south of 
this city than through the original chan­ 
nel of the stream , and that fully tw o-thirds 
of the stream passes through the break. 
In the face of this evidence it is not think­ 
able that the G overnm ent engineers will 
delay applying the needed remedy. The 
w ater passes through the break below the 
level of low-water m ark. 
The stream is 
thiLS divested of its scouring capacity, and 
as a result the waters will dejiosit detritus 
all along the channel of the river below 
the break, hv reason of this checking of 
the current by diversion, and the deposits 
w ill become greater as the river declines. 
T he engineers have a fund at command 
especially provided for the clearing of bars 
and the removal of obstructions. It fol­ 
lows th at they should at once cut through 
the sand bar now forming below the 
crevasse, and thus aid th e river in scour­ 
ing out its channel. 
They have also a 
special fund to he used in repairing the 
break, if they deem it necessary. T hat 
it is necessary is now lievoml all question. 
W ith the waters of the river at their pres­ 
ent high stage, if the current is confined 
to the old channel, we will have deep 
w ater all the way down stream until the 
next rainy season sets in, and hence nature 
will save the Governm ent an immense 
sum th at will otherw ise have to l>e ex­ 
pended to clear the stream so as to m ain­ 
tain its navigability. 
T he situation ap­ 
pears to the people here to be one that 
cannot adm it of any doubt whatever, as 
to w hat remedy should be applied. If, 
however, the G overnm ent officials act only 
w ith usual tardiness, and the application 
of revi tape is made in this case, the dam ­ 
age to the river will, it is feared, lie well 
nigh irreparable. Certainly the conditions 
are such that our people are w arranted in 
m aking the strongest of appeals to the 
Federal Governm ent to act im m ediately, 
since delay m eans vast injury to the com­ 
m erce of the river and, therefore, to all 
the river towns and cities. 


of volatile oils and fluids, instead of 
heavy oils, a very small amount of paint 
can be spread over a very large surface, 
and that these devices account for the 
wonderful discrepancy in bids to do paint­ 
ing. The other day the contract for 
painting the County Hospital of this 
county was let to the lowest bidder for the 
sum of $1,480, while the highest bidder 
asked $2,287 for the work called for by 
the specifications. The $807 between the 
bids for painting this single public build­ 
ing is a remarkably large margin. We do 
not charge that there is fraud contem­ 
plated by the successful bidder, or that his 
hid is too low to insure the use of unadul­ 
terated material, for it may be that the 
unsuccessful bidders were exorbitantly 
high in their demand, but certainly the 
Supervisors, with the knowledge now 
beiore them that seven-tenths of the white 
lead on the market is from forty to seventy 
per cent, cheat, are put upon inquiry, and 
should see to it that the pure article only 
is used. They have the means at hand 
for testing the worth of the paint that 
may be used, and they should not hesitate 
to apply them. 


T h e r e are several reasons to believe 
that there is truth in the report that the 
Czar of Russia is contemplating a change 
in the form of his Government to the ex­ 
tent of consenting to the erection of a con­ 
stitution, to which the power of the throne 
shall be subject. It has been evident for 
some time that the aristocratic class and 
the immediate family of the Czar are tiring 
of the constant plotting against the crown 
and the extraordinary precautions that are 
necessary to protect the imperial family 
from the conspiracies of the International­ 
ists and the Nihilists. Fear may be work­ 
ing powerfully to induce the Czar to estab­ 
lish a fairly liberal parliamentary Govern­ 
ment. We may not now recite all the 
reasons that lead to this belief, but a chief 
one is the unquestionable statement that 
the Czar himself is very weary of the strain 
put upon him to guard against assaults. 
When a monarch shows such signs of 
fatigue under antagonism to his “divine 
right” to rule, it may fairly be assumed 
that he is on the eve of granting some of 
the reforms asked for. But that there will 
be established in Russia in this century 
any such parliamentary Government as 
Great Britain has, for instance, or one as 
liberal .as that of Norway and Sweden, is 
not to be thought of. 


T he death of S. J. Randall removes 
from the stage one of the most active and 
intelligent of American statesmen. lie 
was a patriotic citizen, who achieved dis­ 
tinction by reason of his fine abilities and 
his sincere devotion to what he believed 
to be the wisest policies for the adminis­ 
tration of the afiairs of his country. He 
was a man whose integrity has never been 
questioned and whose courage was abreast 
with his convictions. The greater part of 
his manhood was passed in the service of 
his country, either in the field of arms or 
upon the floor of the National Legisla­ 
ture. He lived a life of cleanliness, loved 
and respected by the people, who returned 
him to the national councils for twenty- 
seven years, and honored by the nation, to 
which he devoted the best energies of his 
life and the ability of his strong mind and 
clear intellect. 


CITY TRUSTEES. 
Business T ransacted at the R egular 
M eeting Y esterday. 
The Board of City Trustees m et yester­ 
day m orning at 10 o'clock, all the members 
being present. Chief Engineer Judd of 
tbe W ater-works reported that for the 
week ending April 13th, 24,127,000 gallons 
of water were pumped, the Holly engine 
working 159 hours, and the Stevens 15 
hours. 
H iram W . Johnson read a petition to the 
Board asking them to provide for the 
sweeping of the paved streets in the city. 
The petition was signed by a large num ber 
of business men. 
J. W . Hughes appeared as attorney for 
W. E. Click, tbe special officer who, w hile 
in discharge of his duty some tim e ago, 
was stabbed by a m an whom he had ar­ 
rested. H e had presented a claim of $150 
to the Police Commissioners, and they had 
recommended to the Trustees that the 
am ount asked for be paid. 
Trustee M cLaughlin wanted a week’s 
tim e to look into the m atter, and it was so 
ordered. 
Bids were opened for the grading of 
Twenty-eighth street from K to M, and Q 
street from Front to Second. The aw ard­ 
ing of contracts was laid over uutil next 
week. 
Before the bids for street sprinkling were 
opened Trustee M cLaugh'in stated that he 
wished it understood that no bidder would 
receive more than one district, although 
his bid m ight be the lowest on several dis­ 
tricts. It was ordered that the contracts be 
awarded next M onday. 
A recess was then taken till half-past 1 
o'clock. 
At the afternoon session of the Trustees 
the following sidewalks were condemned : 
Northeast corner of Fourth and Q streets, 
and Sixth street, between L and M, on tbe 
west side. The Board were about to order 
a new sidewalk at the southeast corner of 
N ineteenth and H streets, but the m atter 
was referred to Trustee M cLaughlin, there 
being doubts as to the owner of the prop­ 
erty. 
M. S. Flynn, Inspector of Tree Pests, 
made a report of nllected trees in the city. 
He claims that out of 1,100 infected pre­ 
mises last year there are but 325 at present. 
Mr. Flynn aiso stated that he had received 
no salary for Dine months, and claimed $75 
per m onth. Trustee M cLaughlin said he 
thought the State was to pay the Inspector, 
but tbe latter said he had an understand­ 
ing with the Mayor last year that he wonld 
receive that am ount from the city.

THE TRUE AND FALSE. 
D r. W arm an’g Interesting L ecture on 
Styles of Elocution. 
E. B. Warman lectured to a large audi­ 
ence last evening at the Congregational 
Church, under the auspices of the Sacra­ 
mento Lecture Association, on “The True 
and False in Elocution.” In opening his 
lecture he said that next to the difficulty 
experienced in finding a needle in a hay­ 
stack is that of finding a true elocutionist. 
Really good orators and perfect reaiers are 
rare. Indeed, he said, there are but three 
readers in the United States. “And,” he 
added, facetiously, “two of them are dead.” 
But all persons cannot become good read­ 
ers, as no one can read correctly who does 
not breathe properly. To be a good elocu­ 
tionist one must understand the functions 
and possibilities of the lungs and resDira- 
torv organs. Elocution had a most benefi­ 
cial effect in developing the proper use of 
these organs. By understanding the use 
of the voice many lung and bronchial 
troubles may be avotded. Properly used, 
elocution will invigorate the whole system. 
The lecturer said that people go into 
the pulpit, on the rostrum and into the 
school-room without any knowledge of the 
use of the lungs, and presume to educate 
others in what they call elocution. 
Q uality of voice, he claimed, ¡9 as essen­ 
tial as quantity. He referred to m any of the 
unpardonable faults of elocutionists, and 
gave illustrations of some of the m ost 
glaring ones exhibited by so-called teach­ 
ers. All reading, he said, is painting, and 
the true artist endeavors to get all the deli­ 
cate shades and touches of speech—in 
short, all the colors ot the rainbow are re­ 
flected in the cultured voice. Some elocu­ 
tionists im agine that m otion is synonym ous 
with em otion. No two persons should be 
taught the same m ethod—w hat is suited to 
one is not suited to another ; and yet m any 
teachers of elocution never vary their 
m ethod, for the reason that they cannot. 
A large class of teachers and readers 
never had a lesson themselves in elocution 
—they are self-made, and worship their 
creator. They know it all, and reminded 
the speaker of the boy who built a boat of 
which he was proud, and then said he 
“made it all out of his own head, and had 
wood enough left for another.” Some 
teachers claim to he able to turn out per­ 
fect elocutionists in ten lessons. They 
have elocution on the brain, but no brain 
on elocution. 
Perfection in elocution is 
the work of a life time. To learn to play 
upon the human voice is to gain the mas­ 
tery of the most delicate instruments 
known. 
Nature 9bould never be sacrificed to art. 
It is the m ost difficult thing in the world to 
be natural. 
W e seldom see anything 
awkward in a little child; it never becomes 
aw kw ard until it gets old enough to become 
conscious of its awkwardness. 
Referring to ihat class of elocutionists 
who indulge in stage gymnastics and con­ 
tortions, the lecturer said the false elocu­ 
tionist cannot keep still; he m ust keep 
moviug, while hi8 arm s are always going 
like a w indm ill. He said it was a m istake 
to recite too m uch, that m any of the 
choicest gems of literature were spoiled in 
their delivery by not being read. There 
are two schools of elocution, as well as of 
acting—the natural and the declam atory. 
The latter is the false. The em pty wagon 
m akes the m ost noiss. 
Throughout the lecture various styles of 
platform oratory and elocution were de­ 
scribed, and com parisons drawn with the 
true art. The lecture as a whole was in­ 
structive, interesting and am using.

ANIMATED BOND DISCUSSION BEFOBE 
THE CITY TRUSTEES.

A t the session of the Board of City T rus­ 
tees yesterday Senator F. R. Dray, Dr. G. 
L. Simmons, C. A. Luhrs and V. S. Mc- 
Clatchy, of the Im provem ent Association, 
were present, and the m atter of issuing 
bonds to raise money for the grading of the 
streets was discussed at length. 
Mr. Dray was the first to address the 
Board. H e said he appeared as a member 
of a committee of five, selected at a recent 
m eeting of citizens, to bring the m atter of 
street im provement before the City Trustees. 
Every one was fam iliar w ith the condition 
of the highways of this city, and the unan­ 
im ous sentim ent was that they be put in 
better condition. H e favored the issuance 
of $100,000 in bonds, bearing, say, 5 per 
cent, interest, and hoped the Board would 
subm it 
the 
question 
to 
a 
vote of 
the 
people. 
The 
cost 
of 
im prov­ 
ing graveled 
streets 
would 
be from 
$1 50 to $1 GO per front foot, and the total 
cost per block would am ount to $1,025. 
The proposition was that the Trustees 
should pay one-fourth of the cost of such 
work, and thus their proportion per block 
would come to alm ost $.'100. To grade ten 
streets running to the suburbs of the city, 
each street having an average of twenty 
blocks, one-fourth of the cost (or the city’s 
share) would am ount to about $60,000. 
Figuring at the rate of $1 57 per foot, ’ the 
expense to the city in the grading of the 
same num ber of streets would foot tip 
about 
$50,000. 
He—and 
undoubtedly 
everybody else—wanted to see them put in 
such condition that they could be traveled 
at all times of the vear. 
W hen this was 
done, and done well, the annual expense of 
keeping these and other streets in condi­ 
tion would be depreciated, for the roads 
that were not graded and graveled would 
be traveled over less and consequently not 
require so m uch attention in the way of 
filling up and leveling. The people were 
continually being taxed 
for improving 
streets that are already graded, simply be­ 
cause they were not as well graded or grav­ 
eled as they should be. 
Referring to the m atter of the Trustees 
defraying one-fourth of the cost of the 
work, Mr. Dray said the proposition was a 
reasonable one. Property-owners were now 
not only paying for the grading of the 
streets in front of their property, but they 
paid also for the intersections. He did not 
think this was just, and it was not done 
before the passage of the original Vrooman 
Act. Before that law was passed the city 
always paid for intersections, and 
the 
am ount paid out of the treasury for such 
work was not very m uch less than the 
share that the Trustees were now asked to 
pay for the grading of each block. 
Continuing, the speaker said he believed 
that if buyers could not be found, the peo­ 
ple of Sacramento were patriotic enough to 
take $50 000 in bonds themselves, in order 
to beautify their city. "There are propertv- 
owners," said Mr. Dray, “ who have lately 
graded their streets, and if the Board 
should resolve to pay a share of the cost of 
im proving, these people who have done the 
work, and others who are now about to 
grade, should be given a rebate. O street is 
about to be improved, and the citv ought to 
bear a part of the expense—in fact it would 
be proper that all owners of property who 
had done grading since January 1st should 
be given the benefit of the resolution, 
should the Board see fit to pay one-fourth 
of the expense. 
V. S. McClatcby said Mr. Dray’s explan­ 
ation was very clear. H e believed there 
was no question as to public sentim ent in 
regard to the fairness of the city’s paying a 
portion of the expense. H e also consid­ 
ered it unjust that property-owners should 
be made to pay for intersections. 
Trustee McLaughlin asked the speaker 
if he did not think that people who had 
graded their streets some tim e ago would 
object to the Board's paying any share 
of the cost at this time. 
Mr. McClatchy said he did not belieye 
they would object, and Mr. Dray remarked 
that he didn't see why they should object. 
According to the proposition before them, 
the Trustees were practically coming to 
the old law. because heretofore the city 
had paid for the intersections. In the 
m atter of issuing bonds he did not wish to 
bring the Bond Commission before the 
Board in any shape. They could purchase 
the bonds or do otherwise, as they might 
see fit. 
Dr. G. L. Sim mons said that he for one 
had paid for considerable grading in times 
past, and was not one of those who would 
object if the city chose to bear a part of 
the expense of improving streets hereafter. 
He was convinced that the plan would 
result in great benefit to all. The condi­ 
tion of the streets of Sacramento at pres­ 
ent was simply retarding prosperity and 
preventing investm ent in this city. 
Judge Beatty, who was 
present, ad­ 
dressed the Board. H e did not think the 
measure proposed would carry w ithout a 
struggle. 
If put to a vote of the people it 
would no doubt be favored by a majority, 
but would require a two-thirds vote, and 
would have to be made a popular measure. 
H e ;bad been spoken to by four prom inent 
citizens, who were averse to the Trustees 
issuing any more bonds. Thev had better 
let the streets rem ain in their’preseat bad 
condition than issue more bonds. The 
Funded Debt Commission was not willing 
to lend any money unless on good security, 
for they did not want to sacrifice the fund. 
They were always willing, however, to aid 
the city, and wouid do what thev could 
without m aterial injury to the fund. They 
m ight be able to lend $50,000 or $60,000 this 
year, and it would be to the interest of the 
city if the bonds were sold to the Commis­ 
sion, as then they really belonged to the 
city, and when the Commission sold them 
they were really dim inishing the debt. The 
speaker then cited a case decided by a State 
Suprem e Court, to show that bonds were 
often illegally issued, and that there was 
considerable risk. 
At this. Mr. Dray stepped up and said, in 
vigorous language, that lie was tired of the 
Funded Debt Commission being brought 
up every tim e as against the interests of 
the city. 
“ It comes up," said he, "like the 
Ghost in ‘H am let,’ and wants no action 
taken unless in its interest. We cannot 
turn about unless we find the jagged point 
of the dagger ready to pierce our bodies. 
I say the Commission should attend to its 
own business. 
The bonds, if they are 
issued, will be legal and salable anywhere, 
and I do not recollect at any time this year 
that Judge Besttv has appeared before'this 
Board otner than to antagonize the city s 
interest. The Funded Debt Commission 
are benefited by the im provem ent of the 
city, and its members ought to be aware of 
the fact. They come here, and although 
they do not directly so assert, they leave 
the impression that 
the m oney' raised 
should go through their channel. I am 
one of those who are not afraid of a bond, 
and it doesn’t m ake a bit of difference to 
m e w hether the Bond Commissioners hold 
the bonds or any otber person.” 
Jodge Beatty said lhat he was neverm ore 
astonished in his lite than at what Mr. 
I)ray had said. The Bond Commissioners 
were working always in the city’s interest, 
and if the |>eople knew that the bonds 
would be sold to the Commission it would 
strengthen the proposition, and the meas­ 
ure m ight be carried. 
He came to aid the 
m atter and help secure the necessary vote. 
He did not see why Mr. Dray should have 
made such a personal attack on himself 
and the Commission when every person 
with any brains knew what good they had 
done tor the city. Sacram ento was abso­ 
lutely insolvent before the Bond Commis­ 
sion came into existence, and it was a fact 
that in 2U0 years the debt of the city would 
have am ounted to more thafi that of the 
United States were it not for the Commis­ 
sion. 
Just before leaving the room Mr. Dray 
asked permission to say a word. "I have 
been a friend of the Bond Commission since 
1872.” said he, "and am its friend yet in a 
legitimate way.” 
Clinton L. W hite said that the debt was 
always hung up as a big black shadow, and 
the impression is given that the people 
m ust wallow in the m ud until the debt is 
paid. The speaker reviewed the subject at 
length, and concluded by saying lhat Mr. 
Beatty had better let the m atter alone. 
"I thought I was aiding you,” said the 
Judge, “and trying to better your position, 
but if you think otherwise, yon can ask the 
reporters here to strike out everything and 
publish nothing I have said here.” 
Trustee M cLaughlin asked Mr. W hite if 
be thought the people would vote to issue 
the bonds in the present condition of the 
city’s finances, and Mr. W hite replied that 
he thought they would. 
Mr. McLaughlin said he thought the 
•people would sooner rote for a direct tax 
lhau for the issuance of bonds, and that it 


would cost considerable to subm it the m at­ 
ter to the people. 
Mr. W hite claimed it would cost but 
about $1,000. 
As to the point raised that 
people who had improved some tim e ago 
would “ kick,” he believed they could not 
consistently. Two wrongs did not m ake a 
right, and because the Trustees had not 
paid one-fourth of the expense heretofore, 
it was no reason why they should not com­ 
mence to do so, even at this late day. 
After further discussion, the m atter was 
laid over for one week. 


A fair-sized audience assembled in the 
M etropolitan Theater last night to witness 
the reproduction of the burlesque and 
spectacle, “Beautiful Evangeline.” 
The 
company is large, and no troupe lias put 
upon a stage here so m any handsom e and 
graceful women. The men, too, are com­ 
petent. The costumery is fine, satins, silks, 
velvets, and dazzling ornam ents being the 
rule. There is nothing cheap in the ward­ 
robe of the troupe. Two of the scenic 
effects are brilliant, and two others are ex­ 
cellent examples of the skill of capable 
artists. The company is not musically 
strong. 
There are no good soloists in it. 
The burlesque has been given here not so 
richly as to staging, but with m uch better 
musical ability. The display of graceful 
and shapely hum an figures' was lavish 
and fully equal to the satisfaction of 
the most exacting taste for that order 
of entertainm ent. 
Probably because the 
burlesque has been given here before sev­ 
eral times, the efforts of the comedians 
Fortesque, Kelly, Mallit, Daly and Mack to 
excite laughter were less successful than 
were those of their predecessors. 
The 
hum or of the piece has become worn and 
too familiar. Evangeline is personated by 
Miss Yolande Wallace, a beautiful woman 
of graceful presence, supported by Miss 
Ella Rock, not less attractive. 
Bessie 
Tannehill and Catherine McLaen, also 
leaders, will rank as very handsom e and 
graceful women; better as burlesqtiers than 
as singers. 
“Evangeline” will be given 
this evening for the last time. 


PROVED AN ALIBI. 


E . C. D earb orn W as N ot th e M an W ho 
R ob b ed M organ. 
It appears from recent 
developments 
that the arrest of E. C. Dearborn for grand 
larceny, as detailed in yesterday’s R ecobd- 
U n io n , was a case of mistaken identity. 
W hen the case was called, in the Police 
Court yesterday, Morgan, the m an wno 
claims to have been robbed, said he could 
not swear that Dearborn robbed him , but 
he could say that Dearborn had been with 
him on the day that he was robbed. He 
added that he would like to have the case 
continued, as he understood that a gentle­ 
m an nam ed W illiam Coyne had seen Mor­ 
gan and the assailant in the lum ber-yard 
ai the tim e of the robbery, and would 
like to have him summoned.

VALUABLE TO 
FARMERS. 


H ow th e Sign al S ervice G ives W arn in g o f 
C oin in g F rosts. 
To show the value of the Signal Service 
reports, in cases of danger from frosts, the 
following data, reported by Sergeant Bar- 
wick, will be of interests to farmers and 
horticulturists: 
“On Saturday last A. B. Hum phrey, 
present ow ner of the W einstock & Lubln 
ranch, near Mavhew’s Station.called at the 
8ignal Office, inquiring how to tell when 
to expect frost. H e said he exp»cted to 
put a man on night watch, beginning with 
Monday night. I informed Mr. H um phrey 
that a cold wave had made its appearance 
that (Saturday) m orning at 5 a. m , being 
4° below the freezing point at Rosebnrg, 
Oregon. H e said ; 
’Well, I will fix things 
on the ranch, so as to begin m aking a 
smoke or sm other on Sunday night.' 
advised Mr. H um phrey that to be on the 
safe side he bad better begin Saturday 
night to prepare for frost during Sunday 
m orning. H e took m y advice, and came 
to the Signal Office yesterday (Monday) af­ 
ternoon, to thank me for the forewarning 
I had given him , saying that it had saved 
him a num ber of Ins young and growing 
vines from the nip of a' very light frost. 
“ Mr. H um phreys informed me that the 
m inim um therm om eter on the grouud ai 
tne lowest and dampest spot in his vine­ 
yard, at about 2 a. m. Sunday morning, reg­ 
istered the lowest tem perature (29°), and 
about the same hour yesterday (Monday) 
morning it registered’ 291°. During this 
time the reported lowest Signal Service 
tem perature in this city on Sunday m orn­ 
ing was 44°, and yesterday m orning 46°. 
This inclined Mr. H um phreys to think his 
self-registering therm om eter whs not cor­ 
rect. so he brought it to the Signal Office 
to be tested alongside of the Signal Service 
standard instrum ents. It 
was tested or 
compared during the greatest heat of the 
day, and registered exactly with the Signal 
Service standard m axim um thermom eter. 
But whether it would do so in a comparison 
with a lower tem perature rem ains to be 
seen, for Mr. H um phreys had to take it 
home for use afttr the '5 o'clock observa­ 
tion. 
“It gives m e great pleasure to be able to 
benefit the country people a ,d assist them 
(in a meteorológica! way) in protecting 
their crops (rom danger of frost, w hether 
light or heavy.”
